The amount of money paid in settle 
ment of damage suits by American rail- 
roads cannot be computed with any pos 
itiveness, because it varies considerably 
from year to year, while the condition of 
the railroads transporting passengers has 
much to do with it. When roads arc in 
good condition accidents involving loss 
of life or serious bodily injury are rare; 
when Toads are in poor condition Midi 
accidents an- frequent. The Urge sys- 
tems of the country, ineh U till New 
Yoik Central, the Chicago. Milwaukee 
and St .Paul, the Illinois Central and the 
Southern Pacific, spend on >.n average in 
the settlement of damage suits about 
$150,000 each t er annum, and the smaller 
railway companies bring up the total 
amount paid to about $:i.0U>.000 in all. 

Although the A r.criean railroads carry 
collectively in a year 000,000,000 passen- 
gers, the number of fatal accidents aver- 
ages but about 800, and of injuries to pas- 
sengers about 8.000, or one killed for 
every 2.000,000 catried. and one injured 
for every ?00,0Q0. 

One of the amendments adopted to the 
present stato Constitution in 1894 (section 
18 of Article 1.) did away with the stat- 
utory power of the Legislature to limit a 
ict for "damages for injuries resum- 
ing in death" to $5,000.

Auou»ta, Kj\, Feb. 17 — The worst 
crime ever committed in Bracken coun- 
ty occurred about four o'clock Satur- 



o persona lost their Urea in the 
flame* and a man was badly wound- 
ed. About three miles west of here 
Robert Laughlin and his wife, re- 
spectable country folks, reside, hntur- 
day morning' Mr. Laughlin was aroused 
by feeling a knife upon his throat He 
reached out and grabbed a man by the 
coat The man made another stab and 
struck Lauffhlin's shoulder. It was 
light in the room and he saw two i 
one with lonjr black whiskers and a 
brown coat Laughlin started out of 
the door nnrt one of the men started 
after him with a itnife. 

Mr. Laughlin ran down the road to 
the residence of Mrs. Lyde McCracken 
to give the alarm. When he arrived 
there he turned and saw his home 
afire. He never heard a sound from 
his wife or from May Jones, IS, daugh- 
ter of Charles Jonea, of this city, who 
was spending the night with the 
Laughlin*. . 

There were no men at the McCracli 
en house, so Laughlin started back tn 
the fire. There he met Lee Jones, a 
neighbor, who is a brother of Laugh- 
lin's wife, but the house whs a mass ol 
ruins. Laughlin has not an enemy in 
the world that he knows of and there 
was only about 81.40 in the house. 

The wife waa about thirty-flve, and 
her maiden name was Jones. Petei 
Langhlin, brother of the bereaver; 
man, brought the word to town Batur 
day morning. 

Marshal Bayers and Constable Mar- 
tin and about three hundred men and 
boya at once went to the scene. The 
building was a four-room log house, 
and sits back in the yard. The bod 
ies of the two unfortunate women wer< 
found lying in the ceUar, Mrs. Laiitfh 
lin's in the western pert of the ruins. 
She had evidently got out of bed. 

A ravine runs just west of where the 
building stood, and some tracks wero 
found in the soft clay. Marshal Mayers 
kept the crowd back until the blood 
hounds arrived. 

E. W. Fitzgerald, of Covington, who 
is a special detective for the C. and O. 
railroad, arrived here at 11 o'clock 
Sunday, and proceeded at once to the 
scene of the murder. Mr. Fitzgerald 
was in company with Marshal Wni. 
Sayere, of this city, and in the name 
of Acting Coroner Louderbach de- 
manded the underclothing and outet 
bhirt of Robert Laughlin. 

Laughlin objected to handing them 
over at his sister's (Mrs. McCracken's) 
house, about a quarter of a mile from 
the scene of the murder. Upon exam- 
ination the neck at the overshirt 
which waa of heavy checked cotton, 
was thoroughly saturated with blood. 
Just beneath the undershirt it was 
found equally ae blo<xly, and botn 
sleeves of both shirts were saturated 
with blood. 

The front of the undershirt at its 
lower ed.'e was also bloody. The 
. drawers show the same signs. It i» 
now current belief that Robert Laugh- 
lin knows more in connection witn the 
murder of his wife and little nieci- 
than he has yet told, and detective> 
have him under guard 

LATfB— It was Robert Laughlin who 
killed his wife and little niece. May 
Jones, and burned their bodies. lie U 
also guilty of having flrst assaulted 
the little girl in the presence of liis in- 
valid wife. 

It is the words of Laughlin himself, 
uttered in the presence of a reporter, 
which thus stamps him as an inhuman 
brute, he having made a full confes- 
sion to save himself from threatened 
lynching. He was at once arrested, 
but the fact of the confession havinir 
been made was kept from the public, 
lost he should meet justiceat the hands 
of his neighbor*
